BEfore we proceed to the reft of thefe obfervations j it ouglit 
not to be pafT'd by, what the Leain'd Author of them 
takes notice of, as done by the Publifher in the firfi pare 
of the fame, printed in the Year 1 6^7. in Sepember {viz. 
Numb. 27. /!,45'8,) where thefaid Publif}emkt:s the liberty ro 
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offer a reafon, oppofite to his ot similar Attra^ion : which this 
objerver in Us Second letter thinks not fo fair^ except theothe 
w(l4f}cesj he mentioned, had been refuted. 

Tt) which 'tis thought there needs no more to be faid, tofa- 
tisfie the ohfefver, th:^n that the Pttblifhcr did not at all obtrude 
another reafon of the Effecft, there fpoken of, but very modeft- 
ly (as he conceives) and with an expreflion implying doubt, fug- 
gefted only his thoughts, which then occurr'd to himj being fo 
unconcein'd herein, that, to {hew on this occafion his averfe- 
nefs from difputing , he altogether leaves it to the Reader to 
judge, whether Similar Attra^fionj or PulfiontandWeigkhe the 
more Philofophical account of the Ph^nowencn there difcourfed 
of: In reference to which, this curious Travellor farther ob- 
fervesj 

That the Sea-brife comes not into ^amnica till 8 or p of the 
clock in the morning, and ordinarily ceafeth about 4 or ^ ac 
night. Where yet he adds, that he hath known a Sea-brife 
blow in the Winter-months 14 days and nights together > and 
that then no Clouds gather, but Dews fall : But if a North-mnd 
blow, (which fometimes in the Winter-months laftsaslong^ 
that then no Dew falls^nor Clouds gather.The Clouds (he faith) 
begin to gather about 2 or 3 of the clock in the afternoon at 
the Mountains, and do not embody firft in the Air, and after 
fettle there, but fettle firfl, and embody therej the reft of the 
Skie being clear till Sun-fetj fo that they do not pafs near 
the Earth in a body , and only flop where they meet 
with parts of the Earth elevated above the reft 5 but precipi- 
tate from £ very great height, and in particles of an exceeding 
ratified nature, fo ss not to obfcnre the Air or Sky at all , that 
great variety of beautiful Colours in the Canopy of Heaven^ 
being raifed to a much greater diftance than 'tis here. 

Next (to do the obfer'ver farther right) he defires that what 
Is faid Numb. 27. p. 497. of having fail'd in the Latitude of 
^.arbades for tm days, may be read for fome days, he having kept 
no 6X3(3: ^onrnal, and believing it was jsw^rtf days. And^, 4^8. 
he fuggefts , that for ^, Harvkim it fliould be read Sir Richard 
Hawkins in his obferv. Se^, 1 2. 

Thirdly^ he takes notice, that he could not Learn, how the TVr- 
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uifes do, when they fleep on the top of the Sea ^ for they float 
afleep (^ faith he) in a calm day a long time, fo that the Sea- men 
hoife out their Boats and row gently to tliem, and either ftrike 
them with irons, or cnfnare their Legs with a Rope and a run- 
ning Net, and fo take them. He doth not remember any <Sw>/^ 
or Bladder in them, than what contains their Urine. 

-Ff«;'f^/^, he obferves of the Purgwg-mtts (of whom fo much 
is faid by Authors, as Ligon, Pifo, Smon Paiili^ Sec. ) that he 
could never adjuft the Dofe, having given from 5 to 60^ with- 
out any effetfl in the fame perfon, fo that he never duift rely on 
them-," yet he adds ^ that they often do work as is related 

fifthly^ he notes, that he never faw any good effeiS of the 
moft innocent Pwr^tf during his (lay in the hidics^ except in 
Chronical diftempers-, nor did he ever almoft give any, after 
frequent tryals had made him cautious, but Ptlls that were An- 
timonial^ or Mercurius vitx, or Vomitive Infufions. 

Sixthly ^hi relates, that inquiring at the Barhadocs ohheDo- 
dors and Chirurgions there, about the ufe of opium, fo much 
magnified by BoKtius zadp/fo, he heard them all condemn it, as 
moll ftupifying andmortaU and found, that they us 'd the Xp;?- 
don-L&uddmim^ which he obferv'd to be very narcetique^ the 
Ofittm being extraded with Spirit a^Wine. But he faith, he had 
a Laudanumoi Monfieur Le Fcvre, call'd Laudanum Simpkx, 
of torrefied opium^ €^tra6ied\vith difiill'd Fiaeger and fome 0- 
ther Correiftivcs, which he affirms never ftupifies, no, nor inclines 
to deep after 'tis taken, yet immediately eafeth all pain. He 
adds, that he ufed the London- Laudanum feveral timeS;,and found 
two grains to ftupifie fo, that thofe who took it, were almoft 
fenfelcfsfor two days, even when it was mixtwith purging Pils 
in the Colicky but that other never rendred them fleepy ; and if 
they fell afleep, and he awaken'd them prefently after, he found 
them as intelligent, as if they had taktn nothing of opium. To 
which he fubjoyns, that he took it himfelf for 14 weeks every 
night in the Blious v^olick, where it immediately ceas'd his 
pains, but perhaps he flept not till two or three hours after ^ ta- 
king it with fo much fecurity, that he very feldom wcigh'd it, 
but guefs'd ataPiUof twoor three, or (as hefound hismiftake 
fometimes, when he weigh'd it outofcuriofity) even four ^r/i/w. 
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Nor hath this Ldudanum Simplex (by his obfervatlbaj only this 
eflfed in the Indies^ where he faith, heufed it in all dfes to all 
ages, even fucking Children, but that even here in EngUnd he 
gave it not long ago to a Lady in the Coliqut hilious^ never weigh- 
ing it, and it eas'd her pains, yet did /he never apprehend, that flic 
had taken any fuch things and all the night, it any did but ftirre, 
flie could hear them as perfe<^ly, as ever Ibe could when flieflept 
naturally. 

Seventhly^ he takes notice, that the Obfervation, which Ovi- 
edo hath about Lice, which is, that they leave the Spmiards as 
they go to the ladies in fuch a degree, and meet them again in 
the fame Latitude in their return, is very true. For though the 
fhipsj they went in, with fuch a multitude of Servants and Sea- 
men, were not over-cleanly, yet ( as he remembers) beforethey 
came to the Tropick^ there were none Lowfie^ whereas before, 
one could not walk araongft them, but his cloaths would gathef 
Lice. In the Indies {fiithhe^ none are Lowfie, how nafty 
foever, except it be in their heads-, and there they breed much; 
but he could never hear of the moft nafty, that ever they had 
them in their fliirts or cloaths. And in their retu: n home he did 
obferve, that they did multiply again, after they came to about 
the Latitude of the MaderAS. Difcou:fing with his Captain end 
others about the reafon ofit^the Ingenious Sir Chri(lofhcr Mings, 
one ofthe moft obierving perfonsin the World, faid, that when 
they approach the Leng-rcach and Trepick^ they begin to fweat 
cN'ctfSvely, which fweat abounding over the body, c'oaks the 
old Lice and kills them : Jufl thus, he faid, it wjs an ufusl re- 
medy for lowzy heads, to robb them all oi'er with Sutter or OvV, 
and he would warrant, it would kill all the Lice. And as tor 
any new generation, the fweat not lodging in the pores long e- 
nough, it was not difpofed to produce thefe vermine at all ; for 
no fweat in the Jndy^s is rank, as in Europe, that ever he could 
obferve. In their return, the fweat lodgeth longer in the por«s 
and habit of the body, and the particular /<»?»!?i or /tfrwf«/,j, be- 
ing exalted and unloofen'd, and put iato^adivity, fliapeoutthofe 
creatures, and fo they breed them. But if you ask, why. they 
breed in the Head in the Indies i He anfwers, that though our 
faces fweat much^ yet doth not our hair fo much: befides that 
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the fweac is lodg'd in the hair, and there breeds the vermine, 
and they take not the care of their heads there as here. How- 
ever, the Sfamjh Negroes wafh their heads with foap once a week 
to prevent being lowiiei whilft the other j^fjr-j^fw loofe a great 
deal oftime in looking after their heads, which by reafon of their 
curls breed Lice more thm ihtEtiglifh] infomuchj that he af- 
firms to have feen great holes eaten by Lice in^the heads of fome 
of them that were lazy. 

Eighthly, He relates, that in the 0//V/l'i/7/V»^ they often ufed 
Clyfters of Tobdcce [moak^hvit with no fuecefs at all. That he 
gave the juyce of Tobacco^ an ounce in a Cl}pr^ which ftupified 
extreamly, but did no other good, than for the prefent to render 
them infenfible of their pain. He adds, that 'tis ufual to give 
Clyfkrs of a pint of BMniy there, which will make them as drunk 
and mad as if they had taken it at their mouth. He obferv'd, 
that lefs Brandy would foxe them in a Clyfter then if drunk by 
them. He tryed a quarter of a pint in a Clyfter on himfelfe, , and 
it made him hot dead drunk, but raging mad, (though mixt 
with other things) and he faith, he remembers ftill, how unruly 
he was,.fo as not to be held in bed, his reafon being depraved 
by thefe fames. So he never took more of that C lyfter but 
once, to reiterate the experiment , the cffeA being the fame. 
Bathecomplyedwiththe Sfamjh Negroes, who to ncttrijb him, 
gave him a Clyfter of halfea pint of Madera-Sackj the yol!?: of 
one Egg, and a little Pepper, warm'dand given at night, and to 
hold it in all night : wliich did gently warm his bowels, and caft 
him aLvays into a gentle fleep and fweat for fome hou!S. He 
faith, he took many of thefc in the day time, the effe^ ceaC-n 
ing after two or three hours, 

Lafily^Ht takes notice of the cenfure of Smm'Padi in his 
Jierbdf. 385. againft Chocolata, and faith, he cannot forgive 
him for it -, being of opinion, that that Liquor, if it were well 
made and taken in a right way, is thebeft Diecfor Hypochori' 
driaks and Chronical diftempers,3nd the Scurvy, Gout and Stone, 
and Women lying in, and Children new-born (to prevent Con- 
vulfions, and purge t be i>/ffi>»/»w out) and many other difteni'* 
pers, that ever came into Etmpe-, but that 'tis now rather afed for 
Luxury then Phyfick.and fo compounded, as to deftroy the Aor 
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macV, and to encreafe Hypodioivdriacaldireafes, and fo cook'd 
noW; as if it werctabe trans'form'd into a Caudle or Cuftard.

IR, I beg your pardon, that I have not made an earlier return 
_) to the Letter, by giving you the account, you required of 
thofe prodigious ^4«<^/, which I have the unhappinefs to beal- 
nioft buried in, and by which a considerable part of my fmaU 
fortune is quite fwallow'd up. But I aflbre you, my filence was 
not the refultof any neglcd, but rather of my refpeds to you, 
whofe employments I know are too great to fufter you oftenjf 4- 
care nugis. The truth is, I fufpended the giving you any trouble, 
till I was put intofome capacity of anfwering the whole Letter, 
as well concerning thofe few ImprovementSj thispartof the Na- 
tion has made in Jgricalture^ns thefe wonderful ^/tWi', which al- 
though they inhabit with and upon me, and have not yet 
exceededoneCf«/«r)', fincc they firft broke prifon, I could not 
without fome difficulty trace to their Original, But I now find 
it to be in a Warren in Lakenhenth (a Town belonging to the 
Dean and Chapter of £/)», diftant not above 5 miles, and lying 
South-m/taad by Wefioi this place) where fome great Sand-hills 
(whereof there is ftill a remainder j having the Superficies ^ or 
Iword of the ground (as we call it) broken by the impetuous 
Bouth-weft winds, blew upon fome of the adjacent grounds ; which 
being much of the fame nature, and having nothing but a thin 
CI uft of barren earth to fecure its good behaviour, was foon rot- 
ted anddiflTolved by the other Sandj and thereby eafily fitted to 
increafe the Mafs, and to bear it company in this ftrange pro- 
gicfs. 

At the firft Eruption thereof (which does not much exceed the 
memories of fome perfons ftiU living} I fuppofe, the whole Ma- 
gs2,in of Sand could not cover above 8. or 10 acres of ground, 
which increaf'd into a loco acres, before the Sand had 
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
